To authorize the governor to appoint a commission to revise the municipal

That the governor of the state is hereby authorized to appoint two persons, 
not more than one of whom shall be of the same political party, skilled in 
ihe law to revise the law relating to tbe organization of cities and villages 
In this state. 


SECTION 2. Thn persons so appointed shall compose a commission to be 


inown as the municipal code commission, and any vacancy occurring there- 
in shall be tilled by appointment by the governor, 


SECTIONS. Such commission shall prepare a bill for the organization 


Jor cities and villages in Ohio, which plan of organization shall be uniform 
tn its operation throughout the state, and in which there shall be separation 
af legislative and executive powers of the olllcers of municipal corporations. 


SECTION 4. The commission shall prepare such bill in form to be acted 


upon, and adopted by the general assembly, and shall also prepare an ex- 
planation and analysis thereof, which, together with the bill, shall be re- 
porter! to the governor prior to the assembling of the next, general assembly, 
anil the sarce shall be by the governor submitted to the general assembly for 
Is action thereon, with such recommendations as he may deem proper.

In Porto Rico. 


CONDITIONS THERE MOST OEITIOAL 


General Henry, la 
Command of the 


American Forced, States Be Has Not 


• Half Euougph Troop* to Control a Sit- 


uation That "a» Keachad tn» SuMppinff 
Point. 
San Juan, Porto Rico, March 11.— 


The real situation in. Porto Rico is not 
understood. People in. the states gen- 
erally regard Porto Rico as a sort of 
liaven of peace. The war department 
has just requested of General Henry 
that lie immediately report how many 
regular troops he could spare from the 
island. 


Tho regular regiments that remain 


are so scattered that ia many places 
where there is necessity for a strong 
force only a. corporal's guard can be 
mustered, and territories where there 
are continual meetings and the great-' 
est evidence of discontent at American 
rule are unguarded. 


General Henry is in a dilemma. He 


has only three regiments of troops— 
the Eleventh infantry, the Nineteenth 
infantry and the Fifth, cavalry—and 
two batteries 
of 
the Fifth heavy 


artillery- 


"I need twice the troops I have," 


said the general At his residence in San 
Juan. "Because of the easy victory 
of our troops here in the war and the 
apparent friendliness of the natives to 
American soldiers when they invaded 
the island, a notion prevails in the 
states that there is little necessity for 
a strong force to maintain order in tho 
island. 
The Idea is erroneous. 


"The conditions here are alarming. 


These people ha.ve been given every 
opportunity, but they have thrown 
them aside. They are clamoring now 
for local self-government. 
They are 


no more fit for local self-government 
than I am to run a locomotive. More 
troops, are needed in the island. The 
seeds of discontent p'.anted by pro- 
fessional agitators are rapidly growing 
and can be kept down only by a strong 
military force. 


"The ill feeling between the natives 


and the American troops 
seems to 


grow stronger every day. The Amer- 
ican officers 
have to maintain the 


greatest vigilance to prevent their men 
from wreaking vengeance on the na- 
tives, and especially on the native 
police, for acts of violence that are 
continually 
committed 
against 
the 


troops." 


General Henry began his adminis- 


tration in Porto Rico by giving all the 
towns and cities self-government and 
l>y turning over in a great measure 
the keeping of the peace to the native 
police force. He^has been forced sum- 
marily to- denose the Alcalde and the 


councilmen of many of the towns ana 
turn the local government 
over to 


army officers. 


Numerous clashes have occurred ot 


Tate between American troops and the 
natives. 
Quite a- number of Uncle 


Sam's boys have been wounded in these 
melees, and one, Michael Burke of New 
York, was killed. 


Against Prohibition. 


Toronto, March 11.—The secretary of 


the dominion alliance has 
received 


from Sir Wilfred Laurier, the premier, 
the answer of the government to the 
request of the alliance that a prohi- 
bition measure be introduced into the 
dominion parliament following upon 
the plebiscite of last fall. The premier 
announces that the expression of pub- 
lic opinion recorded at the polls in 
favor of prohibition did not represent 
such a proportion of the electorate as 
would justify the introduction by the 
government of a prohibitory measure. 


Out of Uncle Sam'g Grasp. 


Washington, March 11.—Despite re- 


peated rumors to the contrary, the war 
department has no intention of taking 
official action, in the case of tne Tenth 
colored immunes and other regiments 
that have been making trouble in tran- 
sit through the south since their dis- 
charge. In contravention of the story 
that a court of inquiry was to be ap- 
pointed to inquire into the matter, it is 
pointed out by the officials of the de- 
partment that the men who have been 
making the trouble are no longer sol- 
diers of the United States. 


NaTy to Lend Ag«Utauc« to the Land 


Forces When the Latter -*(ivauc« to 
Criinh tho 
Rebe)K—• Btgiunlng of the 


liml of thu Campaign In tli« Fhillpplue 
Archipelago. 
Washington, March 11.—So far Ad- 


miral Dewey has not given any inti- 
mation that he contemplates making a 
request to be relieved from command 
of the Asiatic squadron. Naval officers 
say he will not be relieved until he 
makes such request. 


There will remain only two more 


phases 
of the campaign to require 


Dewey's assistance. First, and near at 
hand, is the driving off of the Tagals 
under Aguiualdo near Manilla, . With 
Lawton at Manilla, with his reinforce- 
ments and the other reinforcements 
expected soon, General Otis' movement 
in force is near at hand. The navy will 
aid in this. Ships can be placed in 
proper positions on the shores of the 
Bay of Manilla to command the coun- 
try for miles, and by co-operation with 
the army through the agency of the 
signal corps, the insurgents can be 
shelled out of the jungles many miles 
Inland by the warships. 


The next and last feature of Dewey's 


task will be the establishment of a 
close blockade to prevent munitions of 
war or supplies from reaching the in- 
surgents, providing there are any in-" 
surgents remaining after Otis and 
Lawton have made their forward move. 
When this has been done and there tg 
nothing further in the way of fighting 
for the warships to do, it is believed 
that then Dewey's task probably will 
be regarded as finished by mmself, 
and it will be time for the navy de- 
partment to consider the question of 
a successor to the command of the 
Asiatic station. 


Dewcy'a New Uniform. 


Washington, March 11. — Admiral 


Dewey has been instructed to prescribe 
his own uniform for the exalted posi- 
tion to whicn he has just been ap- 
pointed. 
His uniform under former 


regulations, when the navy has an 
admiral, would be four stars on his 
choulder 'straps, the end stars being 
upon anchors.
